‘Then in the same 
discourse, (Sermon on Native Depravity,) he ex- 
pressly disclaims the notion of a nature tending to sin, 
existing before sinful character, Under the question 
why infants have sinful before they have holy exer- 
cises, he says—*Nor is it because they have derived 
a corrupt and sinful nature from Adem, who is pri- 
or to, and the cause of their sinful exercises.” He 
afterwards says- “I can give no better reason than 
this—God appointed Adam to be the public head of 
his posterity, and determined in case of bis disobe- 
dience, they should begin to sin before they should 
begin to be holy.
